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Mountain Climbs in Scotland. 
A Talk from Aberdeen, by Dr. J. R. Levack. 


JOUNTAIN advontures, I should like to 
explain; donot mean angthing bait: 

raising oF heroic. It is ofly in stories afd fils 
that you find mountain climbers dangling 
in impossible situations or falling down pre 
cipices and then being rescued in the best 
theatrical fashion by the bere of the play. In 
real life this sort of thing doesn’t happen, and 
mountainecring, with all-the incidents of bad 
weather and ‘¢-dinection if niet, 
ter, does ot 
rending adventures. Nor is it dan 

‘A. mountaineering party of wix, including 
two young wonten, expert climbers, were up san 
after 7 am, and breakfasted at 8 a.m, sharp, 
fully equipped for anything that might befall 
them on the mountain, Thad peeped out before 
seven o'clock. There waa no wind, and I noted 
that my pocket aneroil showed that the 
Iarometer was rising, 40 T knew that we were 
going to have a fino day. 


A Beautiful Sight. 
We drove down the main road from Bruemar 
for about four miles, and left the ear st the 
hhalfrnined wooden bridge which crosses the 
Dee opposite the Gatrawalt Shiel. We crossed the 
‘wonder bridge at 9 wr. and called at the 
Lodge, where we lelt our heavy coats. Pro: 
ceeding along one of the semerois atalker's 
Paths, we mounted rapidly up the steep slope 
Winding about through the Ballochbuie Forest 
With its fine old pines, 
‘As we avconded, we bogan to get glimpees of 
the hills across tho Dee on the north side of 
Presently, the tops of one or (30 
lowed red and rosy as the 
first rays of the rising sun lit on them—a bean 
fal sight—but as wo got a little higher and 
could look further afield, we sav right into the 
astern face ot cortie of Ben a Bhuind, seven 
ff eight miles away. Thie corie it stenp and 
precipitous and waa filled with snow 


On the Summ't of Lochnagar. 
Tn a short timo we passed beyond the trees, 
came out into the open, aud wero soon walking 
along fairly level heather-covered ground, 
partly frozen, and with patches of snow hore 
and there on it. We were now proceeding along 
a valley between two bills and at the far end 
fof this. valley. Lochnagar stood up grandly, 
for ita final slope on this northside is steep, 
‘and composed of hnge boulders, which we could 
how sce were almost entirely free froin snow, 
tho summit racks being quite free 
‘A short scramble up the steep bouiklers and a 
short walk: on the summit plateau to the main 
top completed the ascentsin 3 hours from the 
road, We were now in blazing sunshino, for there 
‘was not a cloud to be seen in the sky. All the 
peaks, far and near, were visible and quickly 
aed, Tt wan difficult to realize that we 
‘the summit of Lochnagar 
fon the first of January, for the day was like 


White Sun and Black Sky. 
‘There was one striking difference, howe’ 
fine weather the air in winter is, at this alti 
(2,786 foet), practically free from dust particles 
fand moisture, and so the sky overhend ie of 
such a doop blue as to appear almost black. 
For the same reason, the sun is brilliantly: and 
fiercely white, without « trace of yellow in it, 
This contrast of dazaling white mun and 
‘lmost black aky is very striking, and is only 
wea at high altitudes in fine. winter weather. 
We spent a very cheerful half-hour at the 
summit gazing on the familiar scene. Most of 
the lower mountains were quite free of snow, 
but Ben Muich Dhui and his neighbours were 
aE 


dazzling white domes and ridges, as iniposing 
as any Alpine rane 

As wo had plenty of time nt our dispoasl 
we devided to descend to n roundabout way, 
westwards, part the Stic buttress and down 

ty the Garrawalt glen again, We first, how 
exer, walked over from the summit to. the 
lille of the mountain, and had a. go0d. 10 
down the Black Spout, which had a fair amount 
‘of enow in it. We wandered leisurely down into 
the elon and through the trees to the Garrawalt 
Shiel, where we arrived at four o'clock. Half 
fan hour later we crossed the bridge over the 
Dee, and motored back to Braemar, 

A Terrifying Experience 

‘This expedition may be eited ae a perfect 
‘example of a joyous mountain adventure. Each 
member of the party waa physically fit and 
in the, best of spirits, Nothing happened to 
overtire or exhaust anyone 
perfoct and the scenery wns superb, 

Bad weather on the mountains may, and 
generally docs, interfore more or less with 
mounisin. expeditions, although in. Scotland 
the worst of stormy weathar ea bo defied and 
the stimmit of the monntain reached, provided 
the party be experienocd and properly equipped. 

"There ia one type of bad weather, however 
which the limber must avoid whenever he 
fan. ales of wind, snow blizzards, fog, andl rain 
Ihe can fnce with aafety, but a thunderstorm on 
a high mountain is distinctly dangerous, 

Same party of us, staying in 
Braemar in July, wont up Ben Muich Dh, and 
were unfortunate in being caught in ecverul 


Although we arrived home nono the worse for 
‘our expericnees, it wan certainly the. miont 
exciting and terrifying experience 1 had ever 
hind on the mountains

Rigorous Rules in Other Lands. 

VERY country hus its own act of winch 

rules and regulations, and Tisteners do 
not always have the anme liberty in other lands 
that they do in Great Britain 

Ts Australia tho listener anust 
obtain a ten-shlling lionce ‘as in this country, 
and must pay in addition an annual foe to Che 
Drondeasting tation. When he obtains his 
set he sous decide io which station he wishes 
to listen and must tune his receiver sa that it 
will only operate on the wave-length of that 
particular station. All other stations are, there 
fore. closed to hin, unless he cares to buy’ foal 
fet anda freah licence for each one. 

Only hatural-born British subjects may obtain

Ficenned set may be anything up to five years 
ith or without hard labour and « £500 fine 
here are also stringent regulations regardi 
the material of the programmes broadcast 
In Time of War. 

In France, all seceiving stations within fifty 
IKlometres. ther of the seacoast or of the 
frontier must be approved by either the Minister 
Tor the Navy or the Minister for War, a the case 
may be, ‘The feo for each receiving set ja ten 
franes a year, In timo of war all sets must be 
ismantled and theie essential parte deposited 
‘with the Postal Authorities, 

‘The New Zealand listencr using a valve set

From the standpoint of our friend, the Man 
in the Moon, thes areas of oval slisturbasce 
‘would ho very dificult to distinguish. He might 
ick out some eyelones, Because heavy clouds 
fare frequent accompaniments af these 
phenomena. Anti-cyelones, on the other hand, 
fare usually free from loads, though it is not 
always fine in anticeyelanes, "There may be fox 
for heavy: low clouds, of drieding rain. Bat 
the more vigorous meteorological disturbances, 
uch as heavy rain, belong in ont latitodes to 
eyclones. Aniicyclones are quiet, and the winds 
in them are laxy and inert, 

Cyelozes Not Always Viclant 

Considering that maps have been used for thé 
study af the eyelonie depressions of this country 
for more than sixty years, it inight be thought 
that by thia time” we know everything there 
in to know about them. But we do not. The 
term “eyelone”” was coined by Fiddington, 
famous investigator, as a name for a circulation 
cof strong wind round a centre of low pressure.

‘eneray air has at ita disposal when itis saturated 
with ‘water vapour. ‘Tho energy of a cubic 
Iklometre of saturated air on an ordinary July day 
is a quarter of a rulllion kilowatt houre—rith a 
reduction for taking a quantity, you could buy 
i of an electrio power station for £8,000 1 

Before the great thunderstorm in July of 
last, year saturated air was very energetic, 
In this instance a cubic kilometre of the saturated 
air then at large had £100,000 worth of energy 
to get rid of, and there were thousands of cul 
Kilometres of this kind of high explosive
